Historic Rock Nestles 
Quietly In A Knoll 


(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 


A huge rock with a bronze tab- 
let, now secluded by trees near 
Rabbitt’s Pond on the Phillips 
Academy campus, is probably a 
sight unseen to many residents 
of Andover. 

In modern day language to refer 
to Missionary Rock, might lead 


’ those of the younger generation to 
a misunderstanding thinking: it is- 


possibly a modern tiine. 


Seven men who formed the first 
American Foreign Mission Society 
over a century ago. 

Located in a tree-studded area 
atop a ledgy hill, the plaque com- 
memorates the first members of 
the missionary society, ‘‘whose 
consecrated purpose to carry the 
Gospel to the heathen world led 
to the formation of the first Amer- 
ican Society of Foreign Missions.”? 

The formation of the society took 
place among students of Andover 
Theological Seminary, located then 
on what is now Phillips Academy. 
The school was later moved to 
Newton, where it continues today as 
the Andover-Newton Theological 
Seminary. 


“Tt is) however, a metnerial to”: 


The first missionary students 
walked and talked of the founding 
of such a society in 1810. The 
area was then referred to as Mis- 
sionary Woods and is now part of 
the vast bird sanctuary. -. 

The plaque was placed on the 
rock and dedicated in 1910 in tri- 
bute to the first seven missionaries 
and ‘in recognition of the 248 mis- 
sionaries who trained at Andover 
Seminiary-up to that. time.* 

In ‘its natural seclusionit is pro- 
bably hardly ever seen by either 
visitors or residents of the com- 
munity. 

Lending great support to the 
movement in its initial phases 
and continuing even today is the 
South Chureh, As part of its an- 
niversary observance in 1961, 
church members participated in a 
service at the rock. 

The church contributed substan- 
tially to the financing of the semi- 
nary in its early years. 

South church ministers were ac- 
tive in organizing the school andthe 
missionary society and taught at 
the seminary. 

Many of the missionaries came

Another problem discussed in- 
cluded placement of lights in. new 
developments by contractors, wha 
when finished,’ put’ the ‘streéts ‘up 
for acceptance and the town be- 
comes responsible for the new 
lights. 

Planning C hairman King felt that 
if some guide lines were set up, 
his board would be more than 
glad to establish rules and regu- 
lations for installation of new 
Street lights in developments, 
avoiding placing a burden on the 
town, 

Sgt. James R. Lynch a member 
of the committee noted that of 
the additional $10,000 given the 
town for lights last year, $2,000 
went into illumination of the new 
high school. It was felt that the 
school department should absorb 
this expense and also to shut off 
the lights late at night when not 
in use, 

The selectmen asked Peterson to 
come up with a plan for further 
examination. Peterson had advised 
that the recommendations would 
include removal of lights and that 
support of the selectmen would be 
needed to accomplish the task of 
providing the most beneficial and 
economical distribution of street 
lights, ; 

The plan is expected within a few 
weeks, with a possibility that some 
action will be presented to the 
October town meeting.

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Editorial Comment 


“~The Flag 


Several months ago, the selectmen discussed the possi- 
bility of keeping the American flag flying in front of town 
hall night and day. 

The discussion followed receipt of a request for such 
action for at le ast as long as we as a nation and as a 
community were involved in the war in Vietnam. 

We think that such action should be of a permanent na- 
ture, not just dealing with the Viet involvement. 

There are provisions now, to allow the National Emblem 
to be flown around the clock, as long as it is kept illu- 
minated during the nocturnal hours. 

When the subject was originally brought up, there was 
discussion as to cost and also to the regulations dealing 
with flag etiquette. 

We would presume that such matters have now been fully 
explored and that possibly some action can be taken by 
the board. 

Many communities throughout the state now fly the flag 
around the clock, and we feel Andover should be one of 
them. 

Andover is rich in American heritage. Its sons and 
daughters have fought and died for the preservation of 
liberty. Its town hall, although a matter of question as to 
its future, mirrors New England tradition. 

Its colonial design may not be in style with the modern 
machinery and methods within its walls, but it presents to 
the visitor and to the resident, that New England quality 
upon which our great nation was founded. 

The original request for flying the flag was in recogni- 
tion of the U. S. participation in Vietnam. 

Certainly Andover should be a part of that recognition. 

During the past week, the community paid tribute to the 
sixth victim to have fallen in the Southeast Asian country, 
fighting for the preservation of freedom. 

Andover — where the hymn, ‘‘America,’’ was written 
many years ago — should join with other communities in 
proclaiming our patriotism by its continual display of the 
colors. 

We would hope the selectmen would make some decision 
on the matter and soon. 


The Administration 


Seldom in the life of a community, does there come an 
almost.complete change in municipal administration. 

Such has happened in Andover this year and it would 
appear that the boards responsible, have chosen com- 
petent men to take over the reins of the town’s municipal 
and educational programs. 

During the past week the selectmen chose J. Maynard 
Austin, serving as executive secretary in Sharon, as the 
town’s third town manager. 

Mr. Austin’s credentials appear to be what Andover 
needs in the days ahead. 

He is a registered civil engineer and comes to Andover 
at a time when a good engineering background will be 
most valuable to the town, considering the required join- 
ing of a pollution abatement district for the Merrimack 
river, and also planning for a water treatment plant. 

There are several other areas where an engineering 
background will serve the community well. 

That his life is geared to municipal administration, is © 
evidenced by his return to college within recent years to 
obtain a master’s degree in public administration. 

Municipal administrators face a difficult task during 
this period of constantly increasing costs and rising tax 
burdens. 

Based on qualifications, Mr. Austin would appear to be 
the right man for the job — an administrator who will face 
the problems of the future with an economic eye toward 
the present. 

In the educational field, Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert will very 
shortly assume the reins of the town’s public education 
program as the new superintendent. 

Or. Seifert was appointed by the school committee early 
this summer to succeed Edward |. Erickson who retired 
this past week. 

Or. Seifert will face the problems of a continually grow- 
ing population, and ever-changing educational methods. 

Like, Mr, Austin, Dr. Seifert also would appear to be 
well qualified to step into his new post locally. 

We wish both well in their new, local assignments. 


Frustration 


Within the past several days has come proof that the 
computer, the benefits of the mechanical age, sophisticat- 
ed machinery, still relies on human response and attention 
to operate properly. 

It is somewhat heart>ning to know that we of bone and 
flesh still have importance, and that gears, tapes, wheels 
and steel are not about to displace us. 

Assumption is among the most dangerous things to rely 
upon in this day and age. 

The Apollo 11, heading for a moon landing, guided by a 
computer, almost landed in a crater. Astronaut Neil Arm- 
strong took over from the mechanical monster and landed 
the Eagle safely away from the crater through manual 
operation. 


Down to earth recently, telephones in Andover were in- 
operable, due to mechanical malfunction in the office on 
Elm street. The miles of wires handling the calls in and 
out of the community were not being processed by the 
machinery which operates independent of the human touch. 


Experts were called in to make necessary repairs. 

It is normal for a person to pick up a ’phone, get the dial 
tone and place a call. When.such does not happen, then a 
feeling of utter frustration sets in. 


There are other examples. 


Nature, in its violence at times, curtails electrical 
power, which illuminates homes, cooks the family meal 
and heats the home. We take it for granted it will always 


be there. 


A broken utility line, often plunges us into a lack of 
water to homes, or the inability to process sanitary facili- 


ties. 


Basically, the message here, is that human frailty being 
what it is, it is advisable not to count on anything being 
a$sured. Assume nothing, be aware that in this mechani- 
cal, computerized age, things still can go wrong and lead 


to frustration. 


Also, we can take heart in knowing that, as humans, we 
are still needed to keep providing services required.

were being made to locate the 
building as close to the center of 
town as possible. 

The only land currently avail- 
able and zoned for such purpose 
would be that of the vacant lot 
diagonally across from the town 
hall and owned by Danton Realty 
Trust. 

There is also some land in the 
Elm Square area, but for the most 
part all available land near the 
center of town is occupied by 
business properties, with little 
land available for any large build- 
ing such as the post office de- 
partment apparently plans. 

The spokesman also noted that 
plans for the structure are in- 
definite at this time as to whether 
the building would be a lease- 
purchase type, or an outright gov- 
ernment constructed and financed 
building. 

He said that in buildings of this 
large a nature, the government 
often builds themselves rather than 
having a lease purchase agree- 
ment. 

Contradicting this statement, the 
Lawrence postal facility is a 
lease-purc hase building occupying 
41,000 square feet, thus the city 
derived tax revenue of $53,879.84 
in tax revenue last year. 


If government constructed and 


owned, the community would not 
receive any tax revenue. 

There is a need for additional 
working space at the local post 
office, due to the increased volume 
of incoming and outgoing mail 
resulting from new industries and 
residential growth of the commun- 
ity. 

Principal contributor to the load 
placed on the local office, is the 
Northeast Service Center of the 
Internal Revenue Service. Active 
in the community for the past 
few years, the regional center 
which handles IRS returns from 
New England and New York has 
accounted for a 1,300 percent in- 
crease in originating mail from 
the Andover office. 

Much of this is handled in a 
mill facility in Lawrence. 

Other contributors to the 
increased load include Raytheon 
and the DASA Corp. 

Among new industries increas- 
ing the volume are the Gillette 
Toiletries Company, AlliedC hem- 
ical and the Brockway-Smith- 
Haigh-Lovell Co., all located in
